other questions as he and Frank B. 
'Kelloge, Secretary of State, hope. 

The American Government. it was 
stated, is trying to promote condi- 
tions that would warrant an early 
comprehensive conference and while 
“it is in communication with all] the 
powers which negotiated the Wash- 
ington treaty, it- realizes that Great 
Britain, Japan and the United States, 
on account of their larger interests, 
must take the lead, although the 
other nations must be consulted as 
to policy and procedure. 


Carry Out Obligations 

It was reiterated that the United 
States was seeking solely to have 
the Washington treaty obligations to 
China carried out on the one hand 
‘and to secure from China protection 
sfor lives and property of igreigners 
on the other.

Mr. Darrow’s Contention 


Within limitations, the Legisla- 
ture has the right to determine what 
shall be taught in the pubtie achools.

ARBITRATION MAY 
SOLVE “EL” ISSUE 


Complete Adjustment of Dis- 
pute Declared Forthcoming 


The situation today in the con- 
troversy which has continued many 
weeks between the trustees and em- 
plovees of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company over a proposed change 
in the arbitration method gave as- 
surance that complete adjustment of 


the difficulties, which a few days ago 
threatened a strike, will be forth- 
coming in the immediate future. 


for prompt arbitration when a joint 


conference between the trustees of. 


the Elevated, the wage agreement 
board of the Boston Carmen's Union, 
‘and the two arbiters, Royland W. 
Boyden for the company and James 
-H. Vahey for the union, decided -to 
drop for the present the issue of 
altering the arbitration system. This 
action was said to be taken “without 
prejudice to either side,” each reserv- 
ing the privilege of reopening the 
question at a future date. 

The trustees. were desirous that the 
third member of the arbitration 
board should be named by a disinter- 
ested person instead of being se- 
lected by the other two members of 
the board, while the carmen wished 
to retain the existing plan. The deci- 
sion to defer consideration of the 
change—-the agreement being .attrib- 
uted to the strong stand taken by 


Jovernor Fuller who told the trus-. 


‘tees that if they permitted a strike 
on such a technicality he would con- 
sider it ground for dismissal, and 
who warned the employees that they 
would not be taken back to work if 
they struck—-is viewed as a tempor- 
ary victory for the carmen. 

With the dispute over the method 
of arbitration thus eliminated, ar- 
rangements. are now going forward 
for the arbitration of a further wage 


adjustment, and the subject of work- | 


ing conditions. A conference this aft- 
-ernoon between Edward Dana, gen- 
eral manager of the Elevated, and the 


union committee took up minor dif- 
erences 80 that the arbitration board | 
may within a few days be able to de-: 


vote its attention exclusively to the 
wage issue. 


The scope of arbitration will prob- 


ably be narrowed to the demand of 
the employees for an increase in 


an hour to 90 cents. The Elevated 
trustees, however, have suggested a 
reduction from 724% cents to 65 cents 


‘an hour. To ratify the union commit-. 


tee's agreement to proceed with ar-

For 
the past 10 months this theater has 
been under the control of a new 
director, Dr. Rudolf Beer, who has 
well justified his choice, proving 


himself an exceptionally able man- 
ager and producer. 

Dr. Beer's aim has been to make 
the Volkstheater a real “People's 
Theater.” He set out to provide a 
fairly comprehensive list of good 
plays which would suit all tastes 
and all classes of the community. 
In so far as the theater has been 
well attended during the season he 
has succeeded. 

In considering Dr. Beer’s . reper- 
toire of plays it must also be re- 
membered that he was somewhat 
limited in the choice by the acting 
capabilities of his working en- 
semble. One cannot produce plays 
beyond the powers of one’s com- 
pany, which is one of the gravest 
defects of the repertory system. 
But as» modern  expressionistic 
plays, French comedies, and Ger- 
man classics have jostled ~ each 
other, no one can surely grumble. 


Exceptionally long is the list of 
German and Austrian plays pro- 
duced, which rather indicates that 
Dr. Beer intends to cultivate the 
native drama first in preference to 


Moreign plays. In actual -practice it 


worked out as follows: 287 per- 
formances were given of native 
plays, while 166 were given of for- 
eign ones. — 

Among the modern dramatists 
are the following names: Robert 
Musil, Georg Kaiser, Ludwig Fulda, 
Beer-Hofmann, Karl Hauptmann, 
William Stucklen, Thomas Mann, 
Arthur Schnitzler; Karl Schonherr, 
Roaul Auernheimer, Herman Bahr, 
Gerhart Hauptmann, and Frank 
Wedekind. Among the classics 
were: Goethe, Schiller, Lessing, 
Grillparz Grabbe, Anzengruber, 
and BEichéndorf. 

Bernard Shaw's “Saint Joan” 
scored the longest run of any play, 
with 62 performances to its credit.

| The Top-Hat Cooker 

Not so new, but worthy of note 
for the way in which it is standing 
practical tests, is an original cooker, 
designed by a woman to save gas. 
During the war she came to the 


spool cotton to prevent its unwind- 
ing, without having to hunt for that 
evasive little nick in the edge of 
the reel. The inventor was a great 
sewer and used to put celluloid 
thimbles over her reels of cotton 
with just a hole pierced in the 


thimbles for the thread to pass 
through. In the patented article this 
hole is replaced by an eyelet and 
one end of the celluloid sheath is 
turned in so that it acts as a ten- 
sion. It is one of the simplest and 
cleverest little devices imaginable for 
keeping order in the work-basket. 

The daughter of the inventor has 
brought out the “Anti-Muddle Work- 
Basket,” which has a celluloid’ or 
wicker ring suspended around the 
top by supports. On this are thread- 
ed the reels of silk and cotton, which 
canbe seen at a glance when the 
cover is lifted. All the other acces- 
sories, such as scissors, pincushion, 
tape measure and so on, are. hung 
on the ring by little celluloid hooks, 
so-that the basket can be turned ‘:p- 
side down without making any dis- 
order.

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Growing Peonies 
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HE peony is one of the most sat- 

isfactory flowers for the inex- 

perienced gardener to work 
with. It grows in any good garden 
soil, and demands no more special 
care than. pigweed or dandelions. 
If one pays: real attention to its 
needs, however, one will be spe- 
clally rewarded by unusually large 
armfuls of exquisite bloom that are 
a joy to the flower lover. An old- 
fashioned blossom it is, and one that 
was treasured by the early Ameri- 
can pioneers, who with it beautified 
their humble homes, whether they 
were established in clearings from 
the forests or out on the prairies. It 
is quite modern, too, in that each 
year expert florists are developing 
new and beautiful varieties. 

Massed in borders against a back- 
ground of shrubbery,: the peony 
lends an air of luxury and refine- 
most modest of 
home grounds, and yields great bou- 
quets of exquisite beauty for in- 
terior decoration. 

It is one of the few plants that 
does well in the shade. Indeed, the 
colors are richer and more durable 
out of the sunshine, than in it. Con- 
sequently the peony holds a place of 
its own in portions. of the home 
grounds where it is difficult to get 
the best effects. 

Almost all experts plant their 
peony crowns late in August or in 
the early part of September because 
the fowerine comes so early in the 
spring that it is impossible otherwise 
to get them set in time without buy- 
ing plants from a reliable cold stor- 
age. In the late summer the plant 
has completed its year's growth so 
it is perfectly dorma and with- 
stands transplanting bé@tter than 
at any other time of the year. 
Even under the best of conditions, 
peonies often show the effects of 
transplanting. After the plants have 
been growing undisturbed for three 
or four years in a favorable location 
they begin to display t%#eir greatest

Summer Quiet Prevails in 
Trade—Crop Conditions

OTTAWA, July 14 (Special)—Mid- 


summer temperature and the start of 
the holiday season has brought about 
the usual summer ‘lull in wholesale 
and retail business in Canada, but 
nevertheless the outlook for the fu- 
ture continues bright. Reports from 
the industrial centers show that most 
industries are-well employed. 

Further encouraging indications of 
a good crop this year are given in the 
latest bulletin by the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, which forecasts a largely in- 
creased yield. From data available at 
the end of June it ig estimated that 
the wheat yield for the whole of Can- 
ade will be 3656.000,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 262,000,000 last year.

It seems more difficult every day to under- 


stand what is really going on in Italy. Not so 
long ago it looked as if 


Signor Mussolini was 
striving to find a consti- 
tutional and democratic 
basis. for the Fascist 
régime which had been 
established by. revolu- 
tionary means. But to- 
day he seems to be trav- 
éling in an exactly opposite direction. He de- 
nounces democracy and liberty as being effete 
anachronisms unworthy of a great nation, ap- 
plauds violence as an end in itself, utters such 
sentiments as “Day by day we must violate the 
Constitution,” and carries these pronounce- 
ments into effect by passitig laws restricting the 
liberty of the individual in the most arbitrary 
way. Much that Signor Mussolini says and does 
may be dismissed as the somewhat theatrical 
exaggeration of-a remarkable man who has a 
reputation for audacity and originality to sus- 
tain. But where is it going to end? 

There is no doubt that the Fascist movement 
and Signor Mussolini conferred great benefits 
on Italy. They rescued her from the economic 
and political chaos brought about by the Com- 
munists. They restored her self-respect and her 
confidence in the future. They gave her energy, 
efficiency, order, in the place of lassitude, bad 
workmanship, and a hopelessly weak govern- 
ment. They did these things for Italy at a price 
—the price which a nation invariably pays for 
revolutionary means. The democratic basis of 
the Constitution was challenged, parliamentary 
rovernment was discredited, the Fascisti in- 
augurated an era of violence and repression 
against their political opponents. 

That price it was probably worth while for 
Italy to pay, for a time. Many of the great 
achievements of history have been accom- 
plished by such expedients, because people 
could not see any better way of attaining a 
rightful end. But the last state of a nation 
which adopts such means is worse than the 
first, unless it can speedily restore normal con- 
stitutional conditions, for they will then only 
have exchanged temporary. disorder .and con- 
fusion in government for a permanent tyranny 
and destruction of liberty. And that is exactly 
the position in which Italy stands today. 

Making every allowance for the exaggera- 
tion natural to Signor Mussolini, the events of 
the last few weeks are disquieting. He brought 
the parliamentary session to a close by sud- 
dently forcing through the docile Fascist ma- 
jority’ three very formidable bills. One took 
away the last remnants of freedom from the 
press. One enabled him to reorganize the civil 
service, so as to make it practically part of the 
Fascist organization. The third still ‘further 
destroyed the independence of Parliament by 
civing to the ordinances of the executive the 
force of law: 

Fascism, in its later developments, bears a 
curiously ‘close resemblance to Bolshevism. 
superficially they seem to be as the poles apart, 
but they are alike in their fundamental dislike 
of freedom and democracy, and their belief in 
the all-sufficiency of will and violence. They 
are both, indeed, manifestations of that world- 
wide attack on the basic ideas of Western civil- 
ization which came to a head in 1914. That 
civilization in its highest forms, in the United 
states, in France, in the British Commonwealth, 
rests upon the idea of individual self-govern- 
ment: on the conviction that progress depends 
upon the ‘growth in the individual -of. the 
capacity to be obedient to wisdom and moral 
ruth, and that efficiency imposed upon people 
by force or propaganda is not progress at all. ‘ 

The opposing theory is that it is the duty of the 
people not, to think and decide for themselves, 
but ‘to obey without. quetion the dictates of 
self«constituted authority. -The Bolsheviki are 
trying to build “a new heaven and a new earth” 
on that plan in Russia. The Fascisti are trying 
to build “a new heaven and a new earth” on 
that plan in Italy. Both are foredoomed to fail- 
ure, aS were the attempts of Bismarck and 
Napoleon to do the same thing in an earlier age. 
The only rock upon which national greatness 
can rest is the progressive capacity of the 
people to govern themselves, and the great 
question for Italians, whether Fascisti or other- 
wise, to consider is whether the indefinite con- 
tinuance of the present arbitrary and violent 
régime is going to contribute to the real great- 
ness of the Italian nation. . 
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The passing of Senators La Follette and 
Ladd, two of the leaders in the United States 
senate of the group 
representing the Ameri- 
can farmers’ interests in 
national legislation, has 
occasioned much _ edi- 
torial discussion of the 
probable course of events 
_ in eliminating from the 
Congress an organized 
eifort to secure the enactment of measures de- 
signed to promote the welfare of agricultnre. 
During the past five years a combination of 
sfhators and representatives, chiefly Repub- 
licans from the western states, has, by working 
in accord with the Democratic leaders when 
important legislation was pending, been able 
to Shape public policies to a considerable extent, 
and has been instrumental in defeating bills 
urged by the dominant party. Thefailure of the 
Congress to enact the ship subsidy bill, and to 
adopt the “Mellon plan” for reduction in the 
surtaxes on great incomes, were instances in 
which the power of the “farm bloc” was shown. 
In the enactment of the Fordney-McCumber 
tariff law, the influence of the bloc secured the 
imposition of higher tariff rates on sugar, 
wheat, wool and other farm products, and es- 
tablished for the time being the policy that 
agriculture should, equally with manufacturing 
reg be protected against foreign compe- 
tition. 
Predictions, based upon the assumption that

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the condition of the farmers has improved so | 


much in the past year or so that there is no 
longer a need for remedial! legislation, are being 
freely made to the effect that the next Congress 
will see a return to the two-party system, and 


that both the Senate and House will in future 
be guided by the wishes of the majority, as 
expressed in the party caucus, It is further 
asserted that the enormous majority given the 
Republican candidate for President shows that 
the American people favor the policies for 
which he stands, and that public sentiment will 
be sufficiently powerful to compel the Congress 
to act in aceordance with his suggestions. 

If the newspapers taking this view were able 
correctly to interpret the prevailing sentiment 
among the 40,000,00@ living and working on 
the land, they might find evidence that the 
movement to establish fairer living conditions 
for those engaged in agriculture will by no 
means be abandoned, but that, en the contrary, 
a large percentage of the farmers are more de- 
termined than ever that an effort must be made 
to abolish some of their grievances. They deny 
the assumption that because the price of wheat 
advanced a year ago, and prices of other grains 
are fairly high, all is well with them, and they 
are able to set out specific instances of what 
they regard es abuses that must be remedied. 
Whether it is within the powers of the Congress 
to provide a remedy may be doubted, but at all 
events the farmers will continue to exert a very 
powerful. influence in shaping national legisla-

Liquor 
The Attorney-General of Ineubus 
the Province has asked , mpd 
in vain for authority to in British 
suppress the warehouses. Columbia 
For the third Session of * a 
Parliament, the neces-

has been passed in the federal House of Com- 
mons, only to be defeated in the Senate. The 
people of. British Columbia are in the position 
of looking on ashamed. while lawless agencies 
draw supplies from private liquor sources in 
the Province.

The exporting warehouses are allowed to 
store liquor in bond, duty free, so long as it is 
held for sale outside of the Dominion.

warehouses for export. This form of lawless- 
ness has given rise to another brand of crime, 
called hi-jacking. Pirates prey upon the smug- 
gzling traffic. One of the federal members of 
Parliament from British Columbia described hi- 
jacking to the House recently. Criminals in a 
faster boat pounce upon the smuggling vessel. 
They seize the cargo of liquor by force. Some- 
times guns are used in the battle between hi- 
jackers and smugglers. A case has lately been 
tried in British Columbia which involved six 
men: two perished while engaged in a smuggling 
expedition, two have been sentenced to capital 
punishment for the crime, two more are fugi- 
tives from justice. The Canadian member ex- 
pressed the opinion that 90 per cent of this form 
of crime could be suppressed by the closing of 
the exporting warehouses. But against the vote 
of the House of Commons, against the petition 
of the provincial Attorney-General, against the 
Government and the Legislature of British 
Columbia, against the will of the people, the 
Senate of Canada has intervened for the third 
time to protect the liquor-exporting interests. 
The people of British Columbia voted after 
the war for government sale of liquor, which 
carried under the misleading title of “govern- 
ment control.”’. They find that, far from con- 
trolling the liquor traffic, they are afflicted with 
bootlegging, rumrunning, smuggling and $hi- 
jacking: the province is used as one of the main 
bases for cosmopolitan financial interests who 
are behind the conspiracy to defeat the laws of 
the United States. The taint of the illicit traffic 
has spread. Through lobbving in the Senate, the 
very fountainhead of legislation in Canada is 
contaminated. It is little wonder that Premier 
Mackenzie King has spoken of the necessity of 
making the Senate of Canada at least as amena- 
ble. to the will of the people as the House of

When the Bulgarian Minister of the Intertor, 
General Russeff, became aware of the under- 
current of anti-Jewish agitation that was 
sweeping overethe country, he took prompt 
notice, He issued a warning to all concerned 
that an anti-Semitic ‘agitation was non-Bul- 
garian and contyary to the ideals of the country. 
The man who engaged in a movement against 
the Jews, he pointed out, was engaging in a 
movement against Bulgaria, because the Jews 


‘-had stood squarely behind the country in all 


its struggles and all its crises. He made no 
effort to conceal his purpose to deal ener- 
getically, as Minister of the Interior, with any 
element in the population that would add a 
new problem—the problem of anti-Semitism-— 
to the problems of the country.

“when I think of the great ships destroyed and 
the idle shipyards eloquently testifying to our 
desire to promote world peace, I must confess 
to some degree of irritation at those American 
citizens who know. so ‘little of current events 
that they offer suggestions to the Government 
that we make the ‘first move toward disarma- 
ment.’” Just the same, however, so long as the 
rovernment approves and encourages defense 
day programs of a militaristic nature, all those 
sacrifices are being to a large extent nullified 
in the popular thought, and it must not be sur- 
prised if many people appear to be uninformed 
as to its efforts in the direction of peace.

Interesting conclusions can be drawn from a com- 
parison of the literarw output in France in 1825 with 
that of today.

Some months ago I attended a motion picture show 
which well illustrated both these tendencies, 

Of the important pictures shown, one depiéted the 
pioneer life of the Pilgrim Fathers—thetr; struggles and 
hardships on that “stern and rock-bound coast.” and the 
courage and devotion of both men and women. The 
film was beautiful and inspiring, and capable of touch- 
ing both the hearts and imaginations of children and 
doing more for them than many history lessons on the 
subject, 

The second and longer picture, although better than 
many that appear on the screen, left much to be desired. 
I had heard that the’ leading actor was not likely to 
appear -in anything offensive. But divorce was treated 
as a subject for amusement, and certain sordid and dis- 
honest practices involved, as comic incident. Can parents 
and teachers remain Indifferent in the face of such pro- 
vocation? One could only wonder what the Pilgrim 
Fathers of the first film would have thought if they had 
seen the second. Was it for this that they endured so 
much? 

The series of articles on ‘What's Right With the 
‘Movies’” which is to be published in the Monitor, should 
have a far-reaching influence for good, if the emphasis 
on what the “movies”, have done rightly will lead the 


| industry to reform what ft has done wrongly. Those 
| whose duty it is to protect the interests of children can 
only look éorward to that happy day when the “movies” 


will entertain and educate them, while no longer debas-
